SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled set of four colour separations (also known as No 24 Four Colour 
Photographic Separations) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists of four separate sheets of colour separations which are made 
of plastic and are monochrome in appearance. The sheets are used in the printing 
process. The publication features two photographs. 

One photograph presents an image of a female who appears to be a prisoner 
cowering away from a female warden who is threatening her with a rod. A second 
image shows the prisoner kneeling in front of the semi naked warden who has hold of 
the prisoner by the hair and has a rod in her hand. The implication of the image is that 
the prisoner is performing cunnilingus on the warden. This promotes and supports the 
use of violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in, and submit to, 
sexual conduct by explicitly depicting such activity and presenting it in a manner 
designed to titillate the viewer. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
